Testifies to a Threat That He Heard 
a Negro

San Antonio, Feb. 22.—In the Pen­ 
rose courtmartial Herbert Elkins, a 
clerk in the Leahy hotel, Brownsville, 
took the stand. 
He told his story in 
direct and simple terms. 
He testified 
he heard a negro say late that night: 
“ LII come back and finish the d—d 
whites.” 
He testified how, frojn his 
room in the rear of the Leahy hotel, 
on the second floor, he saw negroes 
come up the alley and fire into the 
Cowan House. 
He later saw some of 
the men, whom he positively identified 
as negro soldiers, returning to the post 
in answer to bugle call. He saw from 
the window of the room next to his, 
negroes firing from the barracks and 
heard the roll call of Company B. 
Under cross-examination he repated 
his direct testimony. 


Holland Hook, Feb 22.—Up to noon 
Friday it was impossible to approach 
the Wreck of tho Berlin, where ten per­ 
sons could be seen. Furious seas and 
a 
heavy 
snowstorm 
prevailed 
all 
Thursday night and the cold Is In­ 
tense. The waves lashed so frlghtful- 
I ly that lift boats could not approach the 
wreck. 
The Berlin’s portion not su n k ; 
is firmly Imbedded In sand. 
At high water Friday morning the 
tops of the deck houses were the only 
portions of the steam er visible and the 
few survivors were huddled there.

lifeboat which went out to the wreck 
accompanied by th r*« tugs remained 
there anchored ' lose to the Berlin for 
throe hours, but was unable 
to 
get 
aldngglde of her. as the heavy seas 
would have dashed her to pieces. 
Captain Parkinson Holt of the steam ­ 
ship line, who was on his way to A in 
s ter dam to join his vessel, the Myrmid- 
lon, to take her back to Liverpool, is 
♦ho sole survivor of the disaster who 
thus far reached shore. 
He said 
itastrophe was due to the fact 
the Berlin broached to In the ter­ 
se® as she was entering the wa­ 
terway, and that before she was able 
to recover herself she was dashed on 
the pier head, immediately “ crunched 
up like a concertina,” and parted amid­ 
ships. 
Thig little village is filled with anx­ 
ious relatives of passengers and crew 
; of the Berlin, and heartrending scenes 
are w'tnessed at the Improvised mortu­ 
ary .where lie thirty bodies which have 
already bee® washed ashore. 
Most of 
these are battered beyond recognition, 
and some are without heads and oth­ 
ers without arms or legs. 
The Great Eastern railroad steamer 
riacton made strenuous efforts to save 
the Berlin’s survivors. An off er gives 
the following graphic account of the ; 
scent*: 
“ On our arrival at Holland

of the town. 
Vosc helle is white, and 
Is the man who has been quoted by 
negro witnesses as saying that he had 
heard a plot to massacre the negro 
soldiers. 
He was called to the stand 
Wednesday and examined by Senator 
Foraker. 
Ha testified that at 5:30 
o’clock on Aug. 13 be had gone to the 
canteen to get his mail, and while 
coming out he met Major Penrose, 
Major Combes and the quarantine of­ 
ficer at Brownsville, whose name he 
afterwards learned to he Evans. 
As 
he passed the group Voschelle said 
he heard Evans make the threat. Vos­ 
chelle said he understood Evans was 
the husband of a woman alleged to 
have been assaulted by a negro soldier 
on Monday. 
According to Voschelle's story, he 
was awakened on I he night of the 
shooting- by hearing rapid firing. 
He 
slept at his house about a block, and a 
half outside the military reservation. 
While on his way to tho corral he saw- 
two Mexican policemen running alo;:g 
the outside of the reservation wall near 
the barracks.
